the baptiſin of ſuch as are of riper 
years; which although nor ſoneceſſary 
when the tormer Book was compile1, 
yet by the growth of Anabapriſm, 
rhtough the licenciouſneſs of the laie 
rimes crept in amongſt us, is nzw be- 
come neceſlary,and may be always uſt- 
ful for the baprizing of Natives, io our 
Plantations,and others converted tothe
